DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Justin Bieber was seen riding with Leonardo

COOPER BEACH SPUR 

The subway spur from Southampton Main Street 
to Cooper’s Beach in that town is suffering from 
an excessive amount of sand on the tracks. 
Please wash your feet at the beach before 
boarding for the trip into town. 


MERGER 

Discussions are underway to merge Hamptons 
Subway with the Shelter Island Bridge and 
Tunnel Authority. But the $22 billion deal might 
not pass muster with the Metropolitan Transit 
Authority, which oversees such mergers. 
Scuttlebutt is that it might be necessary for 
Shelter Island Bridge and Tunnel to divest itself 
of the bridge part of their operation so as not to 
run afoul of those fearing a monopoly.

NEW CONSTRUCTION LIMITS PROPOSED 

Locals turned out in large numbers at a recent 
town hall meeting to protest rising construction 
noise. Longtime resident Zeke Schlafsack was 
the first to speak. “I don’t know about my 
neighbors, but I like to sleep ‘til around 11:30 
most days, and | can’t do that when they start 
that construction racket in the morning.” Next 
a bearded gentlemen, who preferred to remain 
anonymous and gave his address as “day-to- 
day,” remarked that he is often disturbed by 
“pounding hammers” when he’s trying to get 
his rest under a seemingly peaceful stretch 
of privet.

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Man with a Montauk Dream: Carl Fisher

Wild Developer Who Tried to Build a Resort City at Montauk in the 1920s

ast Tuesday, in a grand ceremony involving 

lots of local dignitaries, the plaza in the 
center of downtown Montauk was renamed 
after a man named Car] Fisher. The likelihood is 
that you’ve never heard of Carl Fisher. But the 
fact is that Carl Fisher, a multimillionaire, was 
the man who in 1926 and 1927 laid down the 
foundation of the resort that Montauk is today. 
It had been almost entirely vacant pastureland 
before. But he imagined it and had architectural 
plans drawn up to his specifications. He ordered 
the plaza built. He ordered all the streets 
that surround the plaza built. There had been 
nothing but a field before that. He laid out all 
the roads in Montauk and built nearly all of 


_them. He built glass-enclosed tennis courts by 


the railroad station (it is the Playhouse today), 
the 160-room Montauk Manor, the Montauk Surf 
Club with its 300-yard-long wooden boardwalk, 
cabanas and Olympic-size pool. He even, in 
downtown Montauk, built pink sidewalks (he 
chose the color; some still remain). 

Out of town, he built the Montauk Yacht Club. 
He built a racetrack (now Fairview Avenue) that 
winds its way around the Montauk Downs Golf 
Club (which he also built), and you can go on 
YouTube and you'll see one of the races held

on that track. He built a polo field out toward 
the lighthouse. He created Montauk Harbor by 
dynamiting the narrow sandbar that connected 
Lake Montauk to Gardiner’s Bay. He built both 
the Catholic and Protestant churches on the 
roads he created in town, he built a group 
of stores east of the plaza that still stand, he 
built Shepherd’s Neck, a section of Montauk 
designed to look like a small English village (still 
here), he built the Montauk Inn (now Sole East), 
he built about a dozen homes in the grand half- 
timber English style, and he brought in sheep 
to munch on the grass in the countryside. He 
also built a new railroad station for Montauk. 
There had been none since 1907, when the 
last one burned down. Montauk Beach, as he 


called it, would have been a high-class resort 


peninsula with a main city of at least 100,000 
when completed. But he never finished. And 
then, in 1939, he died, broke. 

And if he is looking down on us today, as one 
might suspect he is, he might be looking down 
from the penthouse apartment up the elevator 
to the seventh floor of the big building at the 
north end of the plaza where Carl showed off 
what he expected would be a whole slew of 
tall buildings that would comprise the city of 
Montauk, and from which one could see all 
the way to the ocean and_ (Cont'd on next page)

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the bay. That building stands alone 
in a field today because this entire 
project ultimately failed. 

In 1925, when Carl Fisher bought 
essentially the entire peninsula of 
Montauk, all that was here were 
about 150 fishermen in a squatters’ 
village on the arc of Fort Pond Bay, 
owned by the railroad, and _half- 
a-dozen wealthy families who had 
built Stanford White mansions in the 
dunes east of Ditch Plains in 1895. 

And that was it. Population 160 
on a total of 10,000 acres of wild, 
rolling dunes, cool summer breezes 
and fogs that came in from the sea.

And then he turned an army of 5.000 Van Scoyoc and Councilwoman Sylvia Overby at the dedication

workmen loose and let the dirt fly. 
Everything he built has stood the test of time, 
with the exception of the Surf Club. The club, 
with its hacienda stucco walls, its Olympic-size 
pool, its boardwalk and cabanas, was washed 
away by the sea in a series of hurricanes in the 
1950s. There is a new Montauk Surf Club on the 
site, built in 1983, and its condominiums. 

Who was Carl Fisher? By the time he came 
here he was 51 years old. Earlier, in 1912, at 
age 38, he had built Miami Beach. It had been 
a vacant island of mangos and weeds when he 
bought it. He had imagined it as a resort city in 
the hacienda style and it was a wild success, 
bringing him millions. Now there was Montauk. 
It was three times the size of Miami Beach. 
But when he was finished with it, it would be a 


replica of an English countryside resort town, 
with shepherds, horses, sheep, half-timber 
buildings and, downtown by the beach, the tall 
city he had begun. The advertising for it read 
“Miami in the Winter, Montauk in the Summer.” 

Fisher was born in 1874 and raised in difficult 
circumstances in Greensburg, Indiana, not far 
from Indianapolis. His father was an alcoholic. 
Carl was diagnosed with severe astigmatism at 
an early age and got headaches when studying, 
which made it difficult for him in school. He left 
school at 12 and got odd jobs to help support 
the family. He worked in a grocery store and 
a bookstore, and had a booth on the railroad 
platform where trains departed Indianapolis for 
a while, selling tobacco, candy and newspapers. 

He bought a bicycle and opened a repair shop 


in Indianapolis. Then he opened a 
store that sold bicycles. To bring 
attention to this shop, he took a 
bike up to the roof of the tallest 
building in Indianapolis and, with 
a crowd assembled, pushed it over 
the railing. The police got involved 
after that little stunt. But soon he 
was running several bike shops, and 
he became a bicycle racer. Around 
1900, he opened what is believed to 
=have been the first auto showroom 
sin America, in Indianapolis. He was 
#26. He had a hot-air balloon lift a car 
8 from his showroom and had it flown 

over the city, with the name of his 
dealership on the balloon for all to 
see. He photographed the stunt and 
bought advertising headlined “The Stoddard- 
Dayton was the first automobile to fly over 
Indianapolis. It should be your first automobile 
too.” Then he took up auto racing. For a while, 
he held the world auto speed record, just under 
60 miles an hour, for the measured mile, which 
he achieved on a dirt track. 

In 1904, Fisher was approached by a man who 
had gotten the patent for inventing sealed car 
headlights. Fisher, together with a friend named 
James Allison, bought the development rights 
to it and in very short order made a fortune. 
For about 10 years, every car sold in America 
had Prest-O-Lite headlights. In 1908, at 32, he 
partnered with Allison, Arthur C. Newby and 
Frank H. Wheeler (owner (Continued on page 46) 
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Rumsfeld Talks 


Defending the Invasion of Iraq the Night Before the Sunni Insurrection

went to hear former Secretary of Defense 

Donald Rumsfeld speak at the Harvard Club 
in Manhattan last Monday night. There were 
people outside picketing the fact that he was in 
there. The blood of 5,000 dead Americans was 
on his hands, they said. Don’t go in. Certainly 
don’t support him by buying his book. 

My wife had refused to come to hear him 
speak. She hates Rumsfeld. I went with my best 
friend, Mischa, who is a Republican and whose 
views are very different from mine. We often 
talk calmly about these differences. We got to 
the club early, so we got to sit in the third row. 

Rumsfeld was the Secretary of Defense during 
the George W. Bush administration when, 
shortly after 9/11, Bush ordered us off to 
war to topple Saddam Hussein in Iraq. It was 
Rumsfeld and Vice President Dick Cheney who, 
with the President and other advisors, made 
the decision to invade Iraq in response to 9/11. 
Hussein was a vicious dictator. He had attacked 
and overrun Kuwait. He bragged about having 
poison gas. He was suspected of having nuclear 
weapons. He rattled his saber at America. 

Earlier, in this newspaper, as the media 
ramped the country up for the war, I wrote four 


separate articles, week by week, demanding 
that they call off the invasion of Iraq. Saddam 
Hussein had not caused 9/11. Osama bin Laden 
did. We should have invaded Afghanistan. This 
was the wrong country. ; 

But invade we did, and in short order took 
out the dictator. And then, as if going in there 
in the first place was not enough, we made 
the huge mistake of dismantling his military. 
Then we dismantled his bureaucracy. Not many 
American soldiers were killed in the war. But 
during the next seven years, 5,000 died and 
approximately $2 trillion was spent to set up a 
democratic government that, because people 
from the Shiite tribe were in a majority, resulted 
in the throwing out of the former longtime 
rulers who, like Hussein, were Sunnis. We were 
creating a mini-America there. 

Rumsfeld was at the Harvard Club to promote 
his book Known and Unknown: A Memoir. But 
the crowd filled the Harvard Room to overflow 
its capacity, and 400 people waited to hear what 
he had to say about that war and what part he 
played in the decision-making that led to it. 

“lll take questions now,” he said after speaking 
for a half-hour. “But in deference to the fact that 
I’m 81 now, they cannot be four-part questions. 
I only answer one-part questions.” 


Rumsfeld said that the agreement the 
administration made to invade Iraq was only, he 
thought, to take out Saddam Hussein, and then 
go home. But then, after that—the invasion and 
victory took 42 days—there was a change. : 

“If you read President Bush’s speeches, you 
notice it. He now wanted the American military 
to stay in Iraq and bring democracy to Iraq. 
We had not signed on for this. It was my 
opinion that we should have gone home and 
let them sort it out so long as they were not 
a danger to others. Not every country should 
be an American democracy. But Bush was the 
President and he was taking it further.” 

Truth is, at 81 and long retired, Rumsfeld was 
acknowledging the mistake. The post war had 
gone very badly. And he, a Princeton graduate, 
an intellectual and a conservative who had a 
lifelong career in government, was not dodging 
the issue. But he was excusing himself. 

“That’s how he can sleep at night,” I whispered 
to Mischa. 

“He did the right thing,” Mischa replied. 
Mischa had been an officer in the Soviet Navy 
when I met him in Moscow in the late 1980s. Now 
he’s an American, and a hawkish Republican. 

“It’s tough being a president,” Rumsfeld said. 
“We have to make these (Cont'd on next page) 
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decisions. And you do the best you can with 
the information you receive. But sometimes, the 
information you receive is faulty. Even what the 
military does after decisions are made can be 
faulty. But I have no regrets.” 

He was asked if he thought all the blood and 
money spent had exhausted America and led 
to our great recession. He replied by saying he 
thought it had led to the “Arab Spring.” 

“If we hadn’t been there,” he said, “that whole 
part of the world would be continuing as a 
series of dictatorships. You wouldn’t have the 
democracies such as you have in Iraq today 
and elsewhere.” 

That was on Monday. On Tuesday, the Sunnis, 
who had run the government before we took out 
Saddam Hussein, were now, as rebels in Iraq,

on the march, having taken Mosul and on the 
road to capture Baghdad. Our democratically 
imposed elected government was now teetering. 

It is interesting to remember that Iran, which 
has nuclear weapons and borders Iraq, is a 
Shiite-run country, and, before we came in 
and “fixed” Iraq so the Sunnis were out in the 
majority rules voting, fought. a bloody eight- 
year war with Sunni Iraq that ended in stalemate 
after 500,000 soldiers or more died. The war 


went from 1980 to 1988. These two Islamic sects. 


hate each other. Did then_and do now. 

I am writing this on Wednesday afternoon. 
Al-Maliki, the Shiite President of Iraq, has 
appealed to America to send in our jets to help 
them defend their democracy. We should fire 
rockets at the approaching Sunnis.

It is important to remember that both the 
Sunnis and Shiites are opponents of the havoc 
waged by radical Islamists. It was Saddam 
Hussein himself who said while we conducted 
our two-year-long fruitless search for weapons 
of mass destruction, that he was no friend of 
Radical Islam and wanted none of their type in 
his country. And then we hung him. 

Now it turns out that this group of Sunnis 
marching on Baghdad are as radical and as 
they come. They want everybody who does not 
agree with them to have their throats slit. And 
they intend to run things by announcing a new 


country as a base of operations, partly in Iraq 


and partly in Syria. Was Bush right? 

Rumsfeld’s book? It’s filled with wonderful 
sayings about the art of governing. He has 
collected them. “Dogs don’t bark at parked 
cars” is one. “If you want to sin, sin against 
God, not the bureaucracy. God forgives. The 
bureaucracy never forgets.” He quotes FDR. 
“Fighting the bureaucracy,” he said, “is like 
fighting a pillow. At the end of the day it is 
exactly what it was like before, but you are 
exhausted.” 

Sometimes | think that since we are 
on our way to becoming #2 in the world, 
it’s a good thing. Let China worry about 
all this. 

After Mr. Rumsfeld ended the question-and- 
answer period he headed for a table where 
there were piles and piles of books he would 
sign to the crowds of people who would buy 
them. I looked for Mischa. He had already left 
his seat and had scurried over to be first in line. 
A hundred people were lined up behind him. 

When he came back, he said Rumsfeld 
wouldn’t sign his book the way he asked. 

“I said, ‘Sign it to Natasha, and say, Natasha, 
you are not always right.’ And he said he didn’t 
know Natasha so didn’t know she was not 
always right. I said, Well, she’s my wife and I can 
tell you she is not always right.” 

He showed me the inscription. It read “To

The Wonderful, Get-Off-Your-Butt World of Wearable Workout Bracelets

arlier this spring, I wrote about my new 
Nike workout bracelet. It was a new 
experience for me. It looks like a rubberized 
bracelet somebody would wear at fundraiser, 
but when you press a button on it, it tells you 
how much you moved around that day by 


‘showing you the total number of points you 


had “earned” so far since the day began at 
12:01 a.m. It wasn’t clear if this number was 
how many steps you took or how much sweat 
you created or how fast your heartbeat was, 
and they weren't telling you. It was like the 
recipe for Coca-Cola, a Nike secret. 

What they did tell you, in the online software 
that came with it, was that this was their “fuel 
number” and for a person your age (enter 
your age), the average fuel number achieved 
by midnight was so and so. Choose a higher 
number and make that your “goal.” | did that. 

And then on my second day, I reached my goal 
and the word GOAL! flashed on my bracelet and 
blinking lights resembling confetti sprinkled 
down. Then it told me my score. Over goal. 
Online—when | slid the end of my bracelet into 
the computer’s USB port, the software would 
show me the “trophy” I'd won for meeting my 
goal. Later, I found out they kept all my online 
trophies in my trophy room. 


I love this bracelet. Later, when I had many 
trophies, I'd go online and show people my 
trophy room. It was filled not only with trophies 
but also banners and boxing gloves with a goal 
achieved written on it. But the main thing is, 
it helped get me up off my butt and running 
around, particularly after 11 p.m. when I was 
about to go to bed but noticed that if I did a 
little walking and running around (wait, wife) | 
could get the goal confetti to come down. 

Over dinner at Nick & Toni’s two months ago, 
I saw that the woman next to me had a bracelet 
like mine, but slightly different. It was a bit 
thinner and had an overlap, not a clasp. I asked 
her what it was. 

“It’s a Jawbone,” she said. This is a competitor 
to the Nike. So we compared. | explained mine, 
and, of course, offered to take her to the trophy 
room, and she explained hers, which, it turned 
out, hooked up to her cellphone rather than 
her computer, and not by the USB port wire 
but by Bluetooth, which is wireless. She got 
out her phone and showed me how her day 
of workout was going, at that moment. There 
were numbers and bar graphs. I asked her if she 
had a trophy room, and she didn’t. I asked her 
if it told the time on her wrist, which it did on 
mine, if you pressed the button twice quickly. 
It didn’t. 

Pressing the button for time was a big deal

for me. I'm a Type-A personality, and with a 
wristwatch on, I glance at it all the time. But 
here with the Nike, I press the button twice and 
there it is, glowing from inside what looks like 
a bracelet. I do not appear to be a man wearing 
a wristwatch. 

But then we talked further. This is a great 
way to meet people, comparing bracelets. And 
she showed me that you can monitor sleep 
with it. It shows awake time by exact time, 
light sleep time, deep sleep time, total hours 
in bed, percent of goal, all sorts of things. | 
loved that. Nike tells you nothing about your 
sleep. It doesn’t have a sleep mode. It seems to 
think you’re up 24 hours a day, chugging away, 
waiting for midnight. 

I know this is going to sound stupid, but I now 
wear my Nike on one wrist and the Jawbone, 
only at night, on the other. Because Nike gives 
you “points” while you sleep (and a lot of 
points means you were tossing and turning,) 
and because | can see the time glow all hours of 
the night, I wear that all the time. The Jawbone 
comes off in the morning. And I set it on the 
night table. 

The Nike really just does its goal confetti 
thing...but the Jawbone sends messages to your 
phone all the time to encourage you. 

One afternoon, the Jawbone said, “You walked 
only 6 steps so far today.

Old Whalers’ Mural Restoration Completed After 170 Years

tep into Old Whalers’ Church on Union 

Street in Sag Harbor when you get the 
chance and you'll get to see history remade. 
The giant trompe l’oeil mural at the south 
end of the sanctuary has been restored to its 
original glory. Colors, details and perspectives 
have all been returned to how they originally 
appeared when the building was completed in 
1844, aspects that have not been seen in their 
full splendor since the 1890s. 

Old Whalers’ history recounts that the tromp 
loeil—which is French for “deceive the eye’— 
became part of architect Minard Lafever’s 
design for the church, a compromise to make 
up for the lack of funds to complete the project 
to his specifications. His original plans called 
for a sort of rotunda behind the altar, but 
when the church came up $7,000 short, it was 
decided to use a little deception instead. The 
mural is supposed to make the flat back wall 
behind the altar appear to curve out behind, 
while two pillars are depicted to match the two 
actual pillars on the altar. In 1902, for unknown 
reasons, the mural was painted over with 
something else, and a subsequent attempt to 
restore the original painting in 1909 contained 
errors in color, scale and perspective.

Those problems had _ only _ increased 
over time, as Old Whalers’ pastor 
Rev. Mark Phillips explains. 

“The last time it was repainted, the job 
was done by a company that mainly painted 
swimming pools,” he says with some chagrin. 
“Swimming pool green is not the most 
convincing color.” 

With the restoration, Rev. Phillips notes, 
“the original color scheme is back. The detail 
is just phenomenal.” He seems fairly confident, 
however, that he will not be fooled to the extent 
that he winds up walking into the wall. 

According to Rev. Phillips, the tromp loeil 
at Old Whalers’ is the only one he’s ever 
seen in the U.S., and the only other church 
that he knows of in our general region that 
has a tromp loeil is a Unitarian-Universalist 
parish in Kennebunk, Maine that has a 
tromp loeil ceiling. 

The restoration at Old Whalers’ was done by 
International Fine Arts Conservation Studios 


(IFACS) of Atlanta, GA, headed by Geoffrey 
Steward, CEO. The first steps were taken 
last fall, when the team spent several days 
delicately scraping away layers of paint to 
reveal details of some of the original design 
elements, as well as to take samples for color 
analysis. During the month of June, scaffolding 
was up and the actual restoration took place. 
This work required a team of up to five IFACS 
artists, who stabilized and smoothed the wall 
before covering it with a canvas that also 
served as a brace. 

All of this work was made possible by a 
small group of Old Whalers’ members who, 
explains Rev. Phillips, would rather their names 
not be mentioned. “This has been a project

on the drawing board for at least 10 years,” 
he notes, “and it’s a great thing to finally

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of acarburetor company) to finance the building 
of a speedway in downtown Indianapolis. A 
statue of Carl stands at the entrance to the 
Indianapolis Motor Speedway today. 

At this point, Fisher was a major celebrity 
in Indianapolis. There were even Carl Fisher 
fan clubs at local high schools. The following 
year, Carl met a 15-year-old high school student 
named Jane Watts, a member of one of those fan 
clubs. She had a scrapbook full of newspaper 
clippings about him. When Carl first saw her, he 
told her he would marry her. At that time, it was 
not unusual for an older man to take a bride 
who was 16 or 17. But at the wedding, which 
took place at Jane’s parents house, Carl asked 
Jane to say to the newspapermen who were 
covering this event that she was actually 24. 

Several events took place during the courtship 
and early years of this marriage, told by Jane 
in a book she later wrote called The Fabulous 
Hoosier, which best describe what Carl was 
really like. ; 

When Carl proposed—according to Jane—he 
said it should be soon because he had to be 
off on a business trip and he wanted to fit this 
in. He married her at her parents’ home. He 
showed up in formal dress, and in the middle of 
the minister’s long speech, he said, “For God’s 
sakes, we should be married by now,” and he 
took out the ring and put it on her finger. 

There was to have been a honeymoon. Carl 
told Jane he was having a yacht built to take 
her off on it. But when it failed to get finished 
in time, he said he’d use it later for a holiday 
trip going down the Mississippi to New Orleans 
with two of his business associates, John Levi 
and Harry Buschmann. Noting this was their 
failed honeymoon yacht, she insisted he invite 
her along. He did. The men teased and played 
pranks on her during this trip. They dared her 
to chew tobacco, they dared her to bite off the 
head of a fish she’d caught. She did it all and 
was soon accepted and enjoying all the fun. 

In New Orleans, Jane writes how her husband 
took his two unmarried buddies to the tenderloin 
district and did not get back until 2 a.m.—with a 
gold bracelet for her and a story that the owner 
of the jewelry store where they bought it had 
been so put off by their shabby, dirty clothing 
that, even though they had paid cash, he had 
called the police, who detained them for a while. 
Later that night, the guys bought a whole roast 
pig and played football with it, which brought. - 
another police encounter. Playing football with 
a roast pig after 1 a.m. was, apparently, illegal 
in New Orleans. 

In 1913, Fisher built a 12-room mansion for his 
wife in Indianapolis and filled it with servants 
for her to oversee. She was 19. Also in that 
year, Fisher conceived of the idea of building 
a paved highway connecting New York City 
to San Francisco. The Lincoln Highway, as he 
called it, would cost $10 million, and much of 
it was paid for by his friends in the automobile 
manufacturing and supply business. But 
money also came from former President Teddy 
Roosevelt and Thomas Edison, both friends — 
of Fisher. And there was a check from sitting 
President Woodrow Wilson. In 1916, Fisher 
spearheaded the building of a paved highway 
from Indianapolis to Miami. He led the parade 
of cars that first made the trip on it. It soon 
extended north to_ the (Continued on page 48)

Canadian border and to Florida’s southern tip. 

A few years earlier, while on vacation in 
Miami with his wife, the millionaire Fisher, 
contemplating what everyone told him should 
be a happy early retirement, looked out across 
the water to an undeveloped barrier island. 
There was a half-built wooden bridge that 
extended from Miami that had not yet reached 
this island, under construction by a 74-year- 
old farmer named John Collins, who now had 
run out of money. Fisher couldn’t get this 
wild strip of island out of his mind. And so, in 
1913, he bought it, finished the bridge, brought 
electricity out to the island under the bridge 
and people in trolley cars on top of it, and with 
more bridges, which he called “causeways,” 
developed Miami Beach into a major resort city 
of 30,000 people during the next 10 years. He 
laid out the streets, sold lots to others, built 
big resorts he personally owned and famously, 
when President-elect Warren Harding came 
to Miami Beach to play golf, rented a circus 
elephant to “caddy” for the two of them. Soon, 
he and Jane had a 100-foot yacht and an even 
bigger mansion on the island. Jane loved to 
dress up and go to fancy parties. Fisher hated 
such parties but went anyway. 

In 1924, Jane gave birth to a son they 
named Carl Fisher, Jr. It was a terribly long 
delivery, lasting several days, and Carl dropped 
everything to be with her. When the baby was 
born he brought everyone over to meet his 
new son. But then the baby, at three months, 
took sick, began losing weight and, in spite of 


anything doctors could do, died. Both parents 
were distraught. Carl was so upset he told Jane 
he never wanted her to have a baby again. He 
couldn’t bear it. The next year, however, Jane 
pressed him to adopt a son from a neighbor’s 
family in Indianapolis who wanted the baby to 
have a better life. Carl said he wouldn’t be part 
of it, but she did it anyway. Though he later 
relented and put his name on the adoption 
papers, the couple argued and soon decided 
they could not stay together. They parted 
amicably—Carl was very generous to her—and 
they remained friends for the rest of their lives. 
It was soon after this that Carl Fisher decided 
that there was little else for him to do in Miami 
Beach and that he should look for his next 
project. He decided it would be Montauk. 
Among other things, he arranged with Robert 
Moses to bring a parkway out to Montauk. 
Carl held parties at the Surf Club, polo events 
at the polo fields (now Indian Field Ranch) 
south of Third House. The 150 or so fishermen 
in their shacks on Fort Pond Bay were just 
fine, and he’d bring one or another of them to 
various parties to show them off. Many of his 
wealthy friends from the automobile industry 
came to buy lots—Champion, Olds, Kleisrath, 
Chrysler—and stood out on the terrace of 
the penthouse to see all the activity going on. 
Trains bought other interested property buyers 
out, and teams of salesmen based in the tall 
office building showed them around. Carl wrote 
Jane about all this—I wish you were here, he 
told her. Carl was now spending some of his 


time in Montauk and some in Miami Beach. He 
was 50 years old. 

Jane, in her book, tells an interesting story 
about a younger man she met in Paris after she 
and Carl were divorced, who she took back to 
Indianapolis to meet her folks. She wanted to 
marry him and wrote Carl about him. 

“Jane, I'll be damned if I'll let you marry some 
stranger. You bring him down here [to Miami 
Beach]. I'll pay all the expenses—and I'll let you 
know if he’s any good.” 

Amazingly, she did just that, and he approved. 

After that, with the couple back in Indianapolis, 
Carl wired her again to say he was building a 
house for them in Miami Beach. A big house. 
He sent her plans. Jane said it was too big. Carl 
wired from Montauk, “Hell, why do you want 
to change anything when | tell you it’s all right! 
Besides, it’s practically finished. I'll have it all 
furnished, ready for you to move in to when you 
come down.” 

Jane in later years became considered the 
Queen of Miami Beach. She was married and 
divorced many times, and wrote that was 
because they were all boring compared to Carl. 

Carl put his available cash into building 
Montauk. But then, in September of 1926, a 
hurricane with 115-mile-an-hour winds devas-— 
tated Miami Beach. Hundreds of people died. 
Most everything was devastated. He went down 
and saw it himself, but announced it would all 
be rebuilt. That, however, took two years, and 
it was many years after that before it returned 
to its earlier glory. (Continued on page 52) 
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Reptile Dysfunction: Overcoming Hurdles for Turtles

K aren Testa has always been passionate 
about the environment. As a volunteer with 
the Wildlife Rescue Center of the Hamptons, she 
gravitated to one animal in particular: the turtle. 
“| always had a place in my heart for the turtles, 
who seemed to be the underdog in wildlife,” 
Testa explains. That’s why she founded Turtle 
Rescue of the Hamptons, a.k.a. “Turtle Manor,” 
a nonprofit dedicated to rehabilitating sick and 
injured turtles of Long Island. 

Situated in a 1920 farmhouse in Jamesport, 
Turtle Manor serves as home to around 150 
recovering turtles per year. Volunteers respond 
to calls throughout Long Island, driving 
to pick up turtles in distress and bring 
them to the center.

Lend turtles a helping hand 


Turtles require more care than many wild 
animals. The healing process for turtles is long, 
as they have a relatively slow metabolism, 
and they are prone to numerous injuries, 
from boating accidents to careless 
lawnmowers. Numerous hazards for turtles 
exist on the East End. : 

“Very often, turtles get caught in crab traps 
and drown,” according to Testa. 

The need for a dedicated turtle rehab center 
like Turtle Rescue of the Hamptons is clear. 
In an average rehabilitation facility with a 
high turnover rate, turtles often don’t receive 
adequate attention, as many of their injuries 
require at least a year for full recovery. Most 
facilities simply lack the necessary resources to 
accommodate these reptiles. 

Turtles’ short active season, from April to 
October, alsocontributes to longer rehabilitation 
needs. For example, injured animals brought to 
Turtle Rescue in late October may be ready 
for release in just a few weeks, but they would 
never survive in the cold November weather, 
so many turtles stay at the center through the 
winter for this reason. 

Testa and her staff, including Dr. Robert 
Pisciotta of the North Fork Animal Hospital, 
provide individualized care for each turtle, 
with recovery time ranging from overnight to 
several years. Each turtle stays in its own tub 
while at Turtle Manor—the specialized facility 
for turtles allows the animals to maintain the 
separate habitats they need to recover. 

Once the turtle is healthy and ready to 
return to the wild, volunteers bring it back 
to its original home to help maintain natural 
habitats throughout Long Island. Testa says 
moving turtles to an entirely new region would 
disrupt the naturally formed ecosystems by 
introducing foreign pathogens. 

Another mission of Turtle Rescue is education. 


Testa visits libraries, girls and boys clubs, 
museums and other institutions throughout 
the East End to make presentations about 
protecting the turtles. 

Part of that education includes increasing 
awareness of what people can do to help wild 
turtles, Testa explains. 

“Do a little something for wildlife every day,” 
she says. “Put a water dish out, a bird feeder. 
And keep your eyes open while driving and 
mowing.” 

Testa further emphasizes the importance of 
leaving turtles in the wild instead of trying to 
domesticate them. 

“We can’t give what Mother Nature can give,” 
she said. 


So far, the longest a patient has been at Turtle 
Rescue under Testa’s care is four years. A boat 
propeller incident in Peconic Bay fractured the top 
shell of that particular turtle, just two millimeters 
from its spine. Thanks to the care of Testa’s 
staff, the turtle was able to make a full recovery, 
culminating in his rerelease this year. &B. 


Turtle Rescue of the Hamptons is a nonprofit 
that depends on its volunteers.

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Golden Years: Cutchogue’s Iconic Antique Show Turns 50

he Cutchogue Antique Show and Sale is 

turning 50 this year. To put it in perspective, 
that means that the first Cutchogue Antique 
Show took place the summer after JFK was 
assassinated, the summer after the Beatles first 
came to America, the summer after Liz and Dick 
got married (for the first time). How’s that for 
the wayback machine? 

That’s right—cars that rolled off the assembly 
line the year of the first Cutchogue Antique 
Show and Sale are now officially considered 
antiques by car collectors. It was the first year 
that Ford produced the now-classic Mustang. 

Now, does this mean the _ antique 


show itself is becoming an antique? 

Maybe not, but there’s certainly some 
planning afoot to refurbish some aspects 
of the annual event—which is presented 
by the Cutchogue-New Suffolk Historical 
Council—to sweep away some dust and blow 
away some cobwebs. 

“There’s a sense that antiques shows in 
general need some ‘fluffing-up’,” says Zach 
Studenroth, the director of the Cutchogue-New 
Suffolk Historical Council. “So, we’re redefining 
ours somewhat.” Don’t worry, antiquing 
enthusiasts: there will still, of course, be top 
antique vendors from all over Long Island 
and New England. There will be the standard 
assortment of those restored, antique cars 
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for car enthusiasts to admire. But in addition 
to that, for the first time there will be local 
artisanal food producers providing samples of 
their wares. Studenroth refers to this new part 
of the show as “specialty foods of the North 
Fork,” and he’s quite excited about it. 

Studenroth points out that so many people are 
attracted to the North Fork for the agricultural 
atmosphere and for the local, artisanal food, and 
that it makes perfect sense to tie food culture 
into Cutchogue history. Indeed, Cutchogue has 
a special distinction in this regard. 

“I don’t know how people figured this out, 
but they say Cutchogue is the sunniest place 
in New York State,” says Studenroth. “It’s 
always been a great place to grow food.” By 
combining historic antiques with purveyors 
who are continuing Cutchogue’s long history 
of food production, the Historical Council will 
have a “win-win.” At press time, Studenroth was 
continuing to lock in specific foodie attractions, 
and among those tentatively slated are a local 
honey producer, a local goat cheese maker, a 
condiment producer and a sea salt company. 

Since the samples will provide just an 
appetizer, the Historical Council is also 
bringing more substantial food. This is another 
area in which Studentroth felt that the North 
Fork’s evolution into a foodie destination meant 
that the Historical Council needed to rethink 
their approach. “Whereas in past years we’ve 
had just your regular hamburgers and hot 
dogs, we decided to step that part up a bit,” 
notes Studenroth. They’re bringing in a local 
barbeque company to offer real, wood-smoked 
barbeque from a portable smoker. 

For the duration of the Antique Show and 
Sale, the grounds of the Cutchogue-New Suffolk 
Historical Council, which stand on either side 
of Case’s Lane in Cutchogue, will also be open 
for exploration. This includes the Old House, 
a 17th-century structure, which will have 
costumed guides leading tours throughout the 
day—a real treat for the kids. Speaking of kids, 
they'll also love the pony rides. It should be 
easier to sell the younger ones on the idea of 
a colonial house tour and a pony ride than 
on the idea of tagging along to look at a lot of 
old furniture! So, while Mom happily searches 
through antique treasures, the kids will have 
plenty of things to entertain them. ga

fortune, estimated as high as $100 million, was 
now half gone in the hurricane in Miami Beach. 
Friends urged him to abandon Montauk and 
return full-time to oversee Miami Beach. But the 
Montauk construction was proceeding. He was 
committed to Montauk. He sold his stake in the 
Indianapolis Speedway to try to raise money for 
Montauk. He sold his mansion in Miami Beach 
to help complete Montauk. 

Black Tuesday, October 29, 1929, signaled 
the start of the Great Depression. Montauk 
went bankrupt in 1931, and not only Fisher 
but all his stockholders lost everything. Years 
later, in 1938, when a banker gained control of 
Fisher’s holdings in Montauk, Fisher invited him 
down to Miami Beach, where he was living in a

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small house in retirement, in failing health and 
drinking heavily. When they met, Fisher still 
talked about how they could do this or that to 
save Montauk, a sparkle in his eyes. He died in 
July 1939, at the age of 65. 

The big office building remained abandoned 
until 1963. At that time, the holders of much of 
the property in Montauk opened an office on 
the ground floor of this building and, under the 
name “Montauk Improvement Company,” began 
selling off many of the lots. Things went slowly. 

Four years earlier, when I was 16, my dad 
moved our family to Montauk from New Jersey 
after buying White’s Pharmacy in that town 
that year. I started Dan’s Papers in 1960. And 
the next year I approached Frank Tuma, the 
manager of the Improvement Company, and 
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we will help you to truly see the light.

asked him if I could use one of the abandoned 
desks and chairs on the upper floors for my first 
Dan’s Papers office. He said sure. The elevator 
did not work. I walked all the way up to the 
Penthouse and looked around. There was a 
grand bedroom with the remains of a king-size 
bed, there was a living room and bar. I chose to 
set up my office on the mezzanine, right above 
the activity on the ground floor, and Frank let 
me put a telephone in, with the wire going out 
the window and down from my “office” to the 
ground floor. Frank’s receptionist took my calls. 

I spent many days up there, writing stories on 
a manual typewriter (there was no electricity), 
conducting business, even one time agreeing to 
meet an IBM salesman who climbed the stairs 
to get up there to sell me an electric typewriter. 
I pointed out, when he finished telling me about 
its features and wanted to plug it in, that there 
was no electricity. 

The upstairs was frozen in time from when the 
Fisher offices went bust. There were calendars 
on the walls open to the year 1938. There were 
files full of papers everywhere. I saved some of 
these papers—there are letters that Fisher in 
Miami Beach was writing to his manager here, 
Tom Ringwood in Montauk, in 1935. Fisher, in 
Miami Beach, was still making suggestions about 
what to do. Recently, I donated these papers to 
libraries, some to the Montauk Library and 
some to the Wolfsonian Library in Miami Beach. 

Numerous books have been written about 
Fisher. Here are some quotes about him from 
people who appear in the pages of Castles in the 
Sand, written by Mark S. Foster in 2000. 

“He was all speed. I don’t believe he ever 
thought in terms of money. He made millions, 
but they were incidental. He often said, ‘I just 
like to see the dirt fly.”"—Jane Fisher 

“If you look at Fisher’s entire life, it’s a 
marathon. It’s a race. It was a race to achieve 
the top of whatever field he was in at the time. 
Everything he did he went into with his heart, 
his soul, his money, and he would not stop until 
he reached the end. He wanted to be there the 
quickest and first.”—Howard Kleinburg

Hurry up to slow down! 


It may sound silly to mention these top 
speeds here in America, where the average 
legal interstate highway speed is 65 mph, which, 
allowing for the 10 mph over the posted speed 
limit rule, is actually 75 mph. However, driving 
a complex high-speed vehicle at less than half 
its capability is frustrating, but quite safe. That, 
my friends, is the secret of most new cars. They 
are really, really safe as compared to cars built 
less than two decades ago. 

The big danger on the highway is not 
automobiles, but the people driving them. Cars 
today are so much more capable than the 
people behind the wheel. First of all, it is 
much too easy to get a driver’s license here in 
America. The big part of the driver’s test in the 
U.S. is to see if one can parallel park. No one 
ever got killed trying to park a car. Teach folks 
how to get out of a skid.

If you are so dumb 
that you can’t stop your car by yourself when 
a car stops short in front of you, you should 
not have a driver’s license. Period. Also, human 
beings are endowed with certain physical 
features for driving. They are called eyes. For 
50 years I’ve counted on my non-electronic 


peepers to look into my rear view mirror to tell 
me what’s going on. New car manufacturers 
are not helping us drive, but they are insulting 
our intelligence and pocketbooks. Automakers 
should stop adding electronic Band-Aids on 
their automobiles to inflate their product’s 
prices. They are adding false security to a 
nation that just needs better driving skills. 

The best drivers I’ve ever seen are on the 
Autobahn in Germany. The simple reason. is 
because it is very hard to get a driver’s license 
in Germany and those crazy Germans drive 
their cars at 150 mph all day long on the 
Autobahn. Simple driving Autobahn tips: Never 
but never pass another car on the right—they 
put you in jail. Never but never drive in the left 
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lane unless you are passing somebody—they 
put you in jail for that.

Working Out at the Southampton Barre Scene

I often think about how 
ironic it is to be completely 
stressed about traffic while 
_ onmy way to yoga class. I'll 
_ jet eastward on Montauk 
Highway after work in the 
hopes of achieving inner 
peace, but the road to 
_hirvana is anything but 
~ tranquil. Why, once I’m in 

class, am I able to clear my 
mind, when beforehand I’m a wreck, nothing 
like someone who is one with nature, stress- 
free and in tune with what truly matters? 

It’s because—no spoiler alert needed— 
Hamptons summer traffic is awful. Though I’m 
working on becoming a less high-strung driver, 
there is an easy solution: Don’t drive to class. 

Invited to attend the Grand Opening of Pure | 
Barre Southampton earlier this month, the first 
thing on my mind was that I could easily make it 
into the village on bike. The second thing on my 
mind is that owner Kaitlin Vandura is a fellow 
Wake Forest University alum. Go Deacs! 

- Vandura seemed in tune with my driving 
woes when she chose to open the Windmill 
Lane location. “There seemed to be a fitness 
void in Southampton,” says Vandura. “And we

thought that Southampton needed a barre 
scene.” Barre strengthens muscles to give 
athletes who don’t incorporate lifting into their 
schedule a more solid base of overall fitness. 
I’m slowly realizing that I also need a barre 
scene. Barre works your core muscles, as 
you use mostly body weight to strengthen 
and stretch. Because there is no heavy lifting 
required, barre classes are appropriate for 
all ages and fitness levels. I’m enjoying it 
as a nice antidote to running, which puts 
a lot of pressure on your joints. Class 
incorporates tiny isometric movements,

helping to without overworking 
muscles. 

Class begins with a warm-up in the center 
of the room, followed by arm work using 
light—anywhere from 2 to 5 lbs.—weights. 
Then, it’s to the barre to work the glutes and 
thighs. Finally, it’s onto the abs before ending 
with a cool down. The pace is fast to keep 
your cardio rate up, but class is slow enough 
to accommodate participants of all abilities. 
Intermittent stretching follows each set, giving 
muscles time to recover before focusing on 
the next move. Mirrors surrounding the studio 
help with instruction, as you can focus on 
your technique or take a quick double-take at 
the instructor, who is often walking around to 
ensure proper form. 

“Class is fun because of the music,” says 
Vandura, who is clearly a Wake Forest girl, as 
she chose an upbeat tune by country artist 
Hunter Hayes for us to stretch to. 

All Pure Barre classes follow a similar format, 
sculpting arms, abs and quads, but “we switch 
up the exercises so you won't plateau,” says 
Vandura. Adding to the benefit of Pure Barre 
is that the studio will be open year-round, 
providing locals with ample opportunity to 
have a consistent workout schedule. 

On tips for beginners: “Keep an open mind 
and listen to what the teacher is saying,” says 
Vandura. “It usually takes about five classes [to 
get all of the techniques down], and every time 
you come back, the mental part of the class will 
seem more clear.”

if you can afford it. Next, see your attorney and 
ensure that you have the rights that you think you 
have; meaning, to illustrate, does the town permit 
horses on your property? Are there clearing limits? 
Do you have a right-of-way to the bay through your 
neighbor’s yard? 


Check your credit score before you start shopping 
for a house, as it’s a major factor in getting a 
mortgage. Plus, while Bloomberg reported that 
“a record 43% of U.S. deals in the first quarter” of 
2014 were “all-cash home purchases,” it’s always 
a good idea to ensure you have access to money. 
Services like Credit Karma permit free searches, 
but many of these services have their own 
proprietary algorithm to determine credit score, 
which differs from a traditional FICO score used 
by lenders. Nonetheless, the federal government 
only endorses one source to get your free credit 
score, pursuant to The Fair Credit Reporting Act, 
from the three major credit reporting 
companies—Equifax, Experian and TransUnion— 
at annualcreditreport.com. 


Have you hired a broker or are you just trolling 
online for houses? Remember, when you call 
a broker whose sign is in front of a house, 
they represent the seller, not you. Many novice 
purchasers hire a buyer’s agent. By law, this type 
of real estate broker owes the purchaser fiduciary 
duties, including confidentiality, obedience, loyalty, 
accountability, full disclosure and reasonable care. 
This type of agent looks out for your best interest, 
finds leverage to help you negotiate and then 
advocates on your behalf to get you the best price. 


PRE-APPROVAL 


A lender can determine how much money you can 
borrow before you go looking for that home. Yet, 


the real question is how reliable is that lender’s 


assessment of your borrowing power. While a 
lender can give you a pre-qualification by way 
of sheer qualitative guesswork, a pre-approval 
utilizing desktop underwriter can be relied upon 
when you make your offer to purchase.

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to getting a quality assessment of your borrowing 
power is to provide a lender with documentation 
that substantiates the information that you provide 
concerning your assets and liabilities. So, while it’s 
an arduous task to get the lender everything it asks 
for, make the effort. 

TITLE, REPORT 

This is perhaps the most important item in shopping 
for a home. It tells you that the sellers actually 
own the property, it specifies the liens against the 
property, it shows you what structures are on the 
property legally, it tells you the property tax amount 
and if there are amounts currently owed, and much 
more. Talk about leverage in negotiating—a title 
report is a must for purchasers, and if you are 
getting a mortgage from an institutional lender, 
it’s required. So you might as well order a search 
during negotiations to get the best price.

SURVEY 

Ever wonder why a pool looks out of place? 
Maybe it’s because the pool is located outside the 
boundary line of the property. A survey shows the 


property lines and all structures existing on the 
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property. Most sellers have an existing Survey, so 
it’s a good idea to request a copy and then walk 
the property to ensure that the structures match 
the survey’s pictorial representation. If not, order 
a new survey to ensure that all structures are 
where they are supposed to be. Plus, remember 
that towns and villages have required setbacks for 
structures in their codes, so being up to the line, 
typically, is not permitted. 


RENTAL OPTION 

If you want to rent out the property for part of 
the year, you’d better check the municipal code 
to see if it’s permissible. A great resource to find 
your local code is generalcode.com/codification/ 
ecode/library. Some localities have minimum rental 
periods, others require a permit and still others 
have maximum unrelated occupant restrictions. 
Don’t just act—do your due diligence first, as 
tickets for violations are expensive and you can 
even face jail time. 


DATE FOR POSSESSION 


Your closing date is not generally something that is 
set in stone. In fact, the laws of the State of New 
York provide for reasonable adjournments of “on 
or about” closing dates, “on or before” closing 


dates and “on” closing dates. So, regardless of the 
date set in your contract of sale, you cannot rely 
on that date as your move-in date. The only way 
to lock a date in a contract, which can be relied 
upon, is to make the contract identify that date as 
a time of the essence/law day. If a contract of sale 
says either of these locked terms, then the date is 
solid and a failure to close on that date will result 
in damages being paid by the breaching party. So 
don’t lock your mortgage rate until your attorney 
advises that you should, because an early lock will 
result in unnecessary costs in extending your rate. 


CERTIFICATE OF OCCUPANCY 
That pool house is really a shed. Those bedrooms 
are an unfinished basement. The deck is a grass 
field. A certificate of occupancy (CO) is a certification 
from the town/village that a structure on real 
property was built pursuant to the municipal code 
and the construction as permitted by law. If there is 
no CO, the structure needs to go. This is the most 
common reason a deal dies and the buyers walk. 
Always confirm that the structure is properly built 
before going to contract. m

The 6,800-square-foot New Children’s Addition, constructed by Ben 
Krupinski Builders and designed by Robert A.M. Stern Architects, will 
allow for the addition of 10,000 more children’s books, new computers 
and technology and age-appropriate environments based on group 
suggestions. Interior design elements by Lee H. Skolnick Architecture + 
Design Partnership include tall, blinking lighthouses, a large 
windmill with shelves and seating, and a boat-shaped librarian’s 
information desk. 

The lower-level floor also includes a gallery-style lobby, which will 
feature lighted wall exhibition space for art displays. New landscape 
features have also been added to the property, including a children’s 
“secret garden,” with imaginative topiary plantings, designed and 
installed by Marders.

desk for his signature before it becomes law. 

The DEC has received considerable blowback since it announced in © 
January tentative plans to eliminate free-ranging mute swans from the 
state. According to the DEC, the 2,200 swans in New York are invasive, 
damaging the environment and out-competing indigenous birds. 

This legislation requires the DEC to hold at least two public hearings 
and offer a 45-day written public comment period before adopting a 
mute swan management plan. 

The plan must prefer non-lethal techniques over lethal techniques 
and fully document the scientific basis for swan population projections 
and environmental damage. The DEC would also be mandated to reply 
to all substantive public comments. 

Thiele noted, “On the East End of Long Island, the mute swan is often 
visible in local ponds and waterways. My office has not received one 
report in all my years in office that the mute swan is a nuisance or an 
environmental problem. This legislation will require all concerned to 
take a step back and take a hard look before any irrevocable action is 


_ taken by the DEC.” 


Also this week, Senator Kenneth P. LaValle, of Port Jefferson, 
whose district includes the East End, announced that his bill putting 
a moratorium on mute swam eradication passed the state Senate. 
The bill requires the DEC to hold off on a management plan until an 
independent study is conducted and reviewed. 

LaValle’s legislation is now before the Assembly.

Schneiderman Moves 
to Sue Federal 
Government over 
Fishing Quotas

OPEN WATER: Suffolk County — 
Legislator Jay Schneiderman 
has filed legislation that asks 
the county attorney to explore © 
a lawsuit against the federal 
government over commercial 
fishing quotas, which 
Schneiderman says are unfair to 
Suffolk fishermen. 

According to Schneiderman’s 
office, federal quotas allow boats 
from neighboring states to take 
double the number of fish 
New York State fishing vessels 
make take. 

Schneiderman, of Montauk, said 
the quotas are based on outdated, 
arbitrary.methodology that dates 
back to Congress’s 1976 passage 
of the Magnuson Stevens Act. 

New York State collects data 
using the “box method,” while 
other states use the “weigh out” 
system, which has resulted in an 
undercount of fish landings in 
New York, and even sometimes 
attributes New York’s fish to other 
states, according to the legislator. 
Using this inaccurate historical 
data discriminates against New 
York, he says. 

Suffolk County is home to 
most of the state’s commercial 
fishing fleet, and Schneiderman 
is banking on that fact to give 
Suffolk standing to sue on behalf 
of the state’s fishermen. 

“The state-by-state quota 
allocation system needs to be 
challenged and revisited so that 
NY fishermen can receive an 
equitable portion of the overall 
quota,” Emerson Hasbrouck of 
Cornell University Cooperative 
Extension is quoted as saying in 
Schneiderman’s press release.

atching the sun set off Montauk might be the 

best art show on the East End, but if you’re 
looking for a piece of Montauk to hang on your wall 
back home, check out these scenes: 


The Art Barge 

Also known as The Victor D’Amico Institute of Art, 
the Barge is an art education center for all ages. The 
Barge has a fascinating history: It was started by 
Victor D’Amico, founding Director of the Education 
Department at the Museum of Modern Art from 
1937-1970, who brought summer painting classes 
to Ashawagh Hall in the mid-50s. In 1960 he, with 
the help of local baymen, turned a retired World 
War I Navy Barge into the new home for his summer 
classes. His wife, Mabel D’Amico (1909-1999), and 
other artists, also taught, as the program continued 
to expand. Today, under President Christopher 
Kohan, the Art Barge offers classes and workshops 
in watercolor, pastel, collage and much more in a 
setting that thrives on the light and atmosphere of 
Napeague. The Artist/Speak series will be held in 
evenings throughout the summer. For classes and 
the full schedule, visit theartbarge.com.

ela Fleck took the banjo out of its box and into 

the world. The banjo is a mainstay in bluegrass 
bands, along with the fiddle, guitar, mandolin and 
stand-up bass.

The way he saw it, 
the banjo was an instrument of limitless flexibility, 
with one of its great assets being its ability to 
contribute to any musical style. 

Fleck has been nominated for Grammys in 
more categories than any other musician. With 30 
nominations and 15 wins to his credit, he’s quite 
possibly the most famous banjo player in the world. 
But he’s constantly challenging himself to play in new 
contexts, to learn new songs and to keep creating. 

“The banjo is an instrument with incredible

potential,” Fleck says, “and 
incredible history. The very 
stereotypes that have kept the 
banjo down are what now allow 
it to soar.” 

He references some of the 
common associations people 
have with the banjo, like the 
theme song from The Beverly 
Hillbillies or the soundtrack of 
Deliverance. He contrasts this 
with the true history of the 
instrument. 

“The banjo has been a founding 


instrument of jazz,” he says, “and- 


now it’s all over indy rock, and I 
get to pop it into jazz, classical, 
and world music, which is fun.” 
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Bela Fleck and Brooklyn Rider 
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This summer, Fleck’s tour book is loaded, and 
he’s playing with bluegrass greats Del McCoury and 
David Grisman, his wife and fellow musician Abigail 
Washburn, and symphony orchestras all over the 
country. When he comes to Westhampton Beach . 
on June 29, he’ll be performing with Brooklyn Rider, 
a classical string quartet for whom he composed 
a new banjo concerto, Night Flight Over Water. It is 
one of two concertos on his most recent album, The 
Impostor. 

“I wrote my first banjo concerto several years 
ago,” says Fleck. “It clocked in at 36 minutes, which 
wasn’t long enough to fill a whole CD.” 

Fleck had to think about what would complement 
the earlier piece, which was written for full orchestra 
and banjo and was recorded with the Nashville 
Symphony. 

“I loved the idea of writing a string quartet and 
banjo piece,” Fleck says, “and I was fortunate enough 
to be commissioned to do it by Butler University.” 

He was matched up with Brooklyn Rider, an 
adventurous string quartet that loves to play new 
music and try new things. 

“When we started touring, it quickly became clear 
that this was a very sweet combination,” says Fleck. 
“We got along great, and the music just flows.” 

Together, they've worked on some of Brooklyn 
Rider’s older pieces as well as Fleck’s, and Fleck has 
written more for them to perform on tour. They’ve 
created a set that they’re really enjoying. 

Because Fleck continues to take the banjo out of 
its usual contexts, he is able to find a voice that’s 
surprising and fresh. 

“Context has a huge impact on how the banjo is 
perceived,” says Fleck, “and | certainly do enjoy the 
chance to play differently in each situation. That’s 
actually the fun part for me—finding ways to play 
differently and see what comes out. In this setting, 
the banjo is the stranger and has rhythmic options 
that the other instruments do not. And they have 
lyric options that I don’t have. So, we complete each 
other!” 

The Impostor album was a new kind of undertaking 
for Fleck, and he found it to be quite challenging. 
It’s comprised of two extended pieces, The Impostor 
Concerto and Night Flight Over Water. 

“It was an intense and extended effort,” says Fleck. 
“It was certainly the hardest and longest I have 
worked on any project, with many months of work 
done before ever playing a note.” 

But the payoff was great, because Fleck loves to 
take the banjo into new settings. Through these 
concertos, he is able to collaborate with great 
classical musicians and watch the banjo shine in a 
whole new light. 

“I love the chance to create music that bridges 
these worlds,” he says. A.

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Nancy Atlas Project 
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Steve Rannazzisi Performs at Bay Street Monday

Cc omic Steve Rannazzisi, co-star of the mostly 
improvised cable sitcom The League, appears in 
Bay Street Theater’s Comedy Club series on Monday. 

In a recent interview, he describes his stand-up act 
as self-deprecating, but says he also points fingers 
at other people. “I’m observational a lot,” he says. “I 
talk about my family a lot—I talk about how I’m nota 
typical dad.” He also talks a bit about The League, the 
FXX network show that launched him into stardom. 

Rannazzisi, 35, is a Long Island native and a 
graduate of Smithtown High School. He briefly 
attended Catholic high school at St. Anthony’s, but 
he left after one year in what he characterizes as a 
mutual decision. “They weren’t sad that I was leaving 
and I wasn’t sad that I was going.” 

After studying theater at a state college, he took 


a desk job in Manhattan. Both 
Rannazzisi and his future wife, 
Tracy, worked at the World Trade 
Center. On 9/11, he was downtown 
during the attacks and Tracy 
had been on her way to the Twin 
Towers on the subway when she 
got stuck. 

The couple had already been 
planning on moving to the West 
Coast, and once 9/11 happened, 
they said, “All right, we’re out the 
door.” 

When they got to Los Angeles 
less than two months later, 
Rannazzisi set out to do stand- 
up every night and learn how to 
improvise. He got a job at the 
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Comedy Store in Hollywood and 
during the day he took improv 
classes at the Groundlings. “My 
teachers were unbelievable,” he 
says. He got to work with some 
very funny people, including 
Kristen Wiig, Melissa McCarthy 
and Will Forte. 

In 2003, while Rannazzisi was 
emceeing open mic night at The 
Comedy Store, Ashton Kutcher, 
who was making the MTV hidden 
camera show Punk'd, happened 
to come in. “Ashton had just done 
the first season of the show,” 
Rannazzisi says. “It just filmed and 
had just started to air and was a 
hit right away.” Kutcher enjoyed 

what he saw from Rannazzisi and 
invited him to interview and try out some improvised 
situations. 

Soon after he received word, “You got the show; 
we're picking you up tomorrow.” His first punk was 
pulled on Tracy Morgan. Rannazzisi played a tow 
truck driver who told Morgan that his Jaguar was 
towed and that the window was smashed. 

“I felt like a part of show business for the first time 
in my life, which was kind of crazy,” Rannazzisi says. 

He landed roles on a number of shows since then, 
including Big Day and Samantha Who?, and some 
movies, though he found his biggest success in 2009 
with The League, which puts his improv training to 
use. The show, about the antics of friends in a highly 
competitive fantasy football league, is in a sitcom 
format, but there are no strict scripts for episodes. 

“There is a detailed outline, usually about 12 
pages, kind of running down how the show's going 
to run scene by scene and weave in and out,” 
Rannazzisi explains. Who is in the scene and what’s 
going to be accomplished is set, then, “We just kind 
of beat it out... You’re always free to go off.” 

He originally auditioned for Ruxin. Then he read 
for Pete, and that wasn’t the best fit either. He 
was called back in to read for Kevin, the league 
commissioner, whose wife, Jenny, becomes the only 
female member of their league. Kevin and Jenny were 
going to be played by real-life married couple Mark 
Duplass and Katie Aselton, but Rannazzisi was found 
to have better on-screen chemistry with Duplass’s 
wife than Duplass did. So Duplass became Pete and 
Rannazzisi became Kevin. 

Fantasy football isn’t just an on-screen hobby 
for Rannazzisi. He’s in a league with the cast of the 
show and one with his friends from high school. He 
says that long-standing league means a lot to him. “I 
wasn’t famous and no one knew me from a TV show 
about playing fantasy football.” 

His work outside of The League includes Daddy 
Knows Best, a short-form web series that he makes 
with his stand-up buddies from L.A., Jeff Danis 
and Ryan O’Neill. So far, they have completed two 
seasons of the show that stars Rannazzisi as an inept 
father and husband. He is hoping to make a third 
season, though it’s become complicated. “We got 
into bed with some pretty gnarly producers that we 
don’t want to work with anymore,” he reveals. 

About two years ago, Rannazzisi returned to Long 
Island, purchasing a home in Miller Place. He is no 
stranger to the Hamptons. His grandmother used 
to rent a home out here for at least a week each 
summer. “It’s an awesome, awesome place to visit,” 
he says. 

On his upcoming visit to Sag Harbor, he promises 
a good time. “What better than to laugh on a Monday 
night?” he says. “It’s going to be warm, buggy—come 
inside and sit in the air conditioning, and laugh.” ga

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What “The Red Bottle” Contains...

In a note accompanying his 
collection of 20 short stories, 
Michael Domino mentions his 
Long Island connections— 
growing up in Huntington, 
fishing on the South and 
North Forks, owning a house 
in Setauket and spending 
summers in Westhampton. 
But Park Avenue to Park Bench 
(Conscience Press), named 

for the longest and arguably most moving story 
-in the book, centers on Manhattan’s Murray Hill 
neighborhood , where the author has a small condo. 
The author sometimes drifts to other sections of the 
“intimate and rowdy” city, focusing on people “who 
sleep on park benches, ex-convicts, bums, small- 
time gangsters.” Especially since Domino refers to 
himself by name several times, it seems likely that 
the stories here are autobiographical, and that’s 
also pretty clear from the authenticity of the stories’ 
events. Composing is another matter, and with a 
few exceptions the tales show a writer with a good 
ear for dialogue and a painter’s eye for the city’s 
beauty and decaying neighborhoods. Most of all, 
they present a narrator who’s compassionate about 
his fellow man. The stories will or should encourage 
us all to be walkers in the city and to pause a bit at 
man’s fate and acknowledge those to whom life has 
dealt a harsh blow, even if it seems they did it to 
themselves. 

Manhattan, with its constantly changing landscape, 
“is the canvas of a perpetually dissatisfied artist,” 
Domino writes, “a place where humanity in all forms, 
shapes, colors and sizes collide within a grid of 
avenues and streets.” There’s something admirable 
about a man who tries to act on the belief that 

“there are no problems, only solutions.” The book 
may also inspire frustrated or wannabe writers—the 
author found his own way and voice after a chance 
encounter on a park bench with a stranger who told 
him to read Don Quixote and take a lesson or two 
from it.

In a note accompanying The Red Bottle (Red 
Bottle Press), author and former sales and marketing 
professional Phil Brill says that the story is for 
“children of all ages” but particularly those in 


grades 3 to 7. The note also promises—and the: 


book delivers— jokes and educational content on, 
among other subjects, word codes, fractions, using 
a library, catching fish and, of course, red sea glass. 
Strikingly illustrated in black and white ink and 
wash, with touches of red, by award-winning artist 
Simon Dupuis, the tale, Brill says, was inspired by 
his wife Bela, who found red sea glass on a beach 
one day in Montauk. He was reading a book at the 
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time about the 1918 flu epidemic and wanted to bring 
together various interests, so he started researching 
particularly sea glass and influenza—when not out 
fishing the beaches and bays of Long Island (he 
practices catch and release). It’s clear that the story 
that resulted was a labor of love. 

The narrative begins with a prologue that describes 
how a red medicine bottle went overboard in a storm 
about 100 years ago, its shards finding their way 
all over the world and smoothed out in time. Then 
“one summer day, many, many years later” the story 
proper begins, as 8-year-old Rose finds red sea glass 
shaped in the form of a rose. What does that mean? 
She and her brother Mike, 12, two intelligent and 
curious youngsters, become detectives, with the 
loving encouragement of their mother and father. 
Their quest finally leads them to a descendent of the 
person who made the red bottle and filled it with

herbal medicine. In addition to the story itself, the 
book boasts a small bonus section, “Mike’s Private 
Joke Book,” with outrageous, punny knock-knock 
Q & As.

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The Lovin’ Spoonful Comes Home

lhe Lovin’ Spoonful are coming to play the Suffolk 

Theater on July 3. This will be a homecoming in 
many ways, as this legendary folk-rock band has a 
lot of history on the East End. This is where they got 
their start. 

“I remember going to see movies at that Suffolk 
Theater, it must have been 1963,” recalls the Lovin’ 
Spoonful’s drummer Joe Butler. “At the time my band 
the Kingsmen used to play all over in the Hamptons— 
Herb McCarthy’s Bowden Square, at the Cottage Inn 
on the road to Springs—I think we even advertised in 
Dan’s Papers!” At the time they were playing the rock 
and Motown hits of the day for dancing crowds, and 
making good money at it, according to Butler. 

The core members of the Kingsmen, including 
Butler and bass player Steve Boone, eventually 
moved to the city and began playing folk music on 
electric instruments—Butler says that they were 
the first band to do that. They added guitarist 
John Sebastian, changed their name to the Lovin’ 
Spoonful (a name derived from a song by folk music 
legend Mississippi John Hurt) and began making hit 
records. The Spoonful’s fun, catchy songs like “Do 
You Believe In Magic,” “Daydream,” and “Did You 
Ever Have To Make Up Your Mind” were top-sellers 
in the mid-60s, some of the first folk-rock hits. And 
their song “Summer In The City” was a number one 


. smash in August of 1966. 


The Lovin’ Spoonful’s Butler 
recalls driving to Main Street in 
Riverhead to make a historically 
significant purchase. 

Even in the midst of international success, the 


band never forgot its East End beginnings. Proof of 
that? The final cut on the Spoonful’s classic 1966 


album Daydream is an instrumental called “Big Noise 


From Speonk.” That’s pretty East End. The band also 
remained regulars out here, renting a house in North 
Haven and frequenting the haunts in Sag Harbor with 
the likes of Mama Cass and Steven Stills. 

The members of the band had pretty deep roots 
on the East End to begin with. Originally from Great 
Neck, Joe Butler came to Westhampton Beach in the 
early 60s while he was serving in the Air Force. It 
was shortly thereafter that he met Steve Boone, a 
Westhampton native, and they formed the Kingsmen. 

“At the time, we were the only rock act out there,” 
explains Butler. “We had our pick of gigs.” Butler, 
who has a vivid memory, remembers one particularly 
shady nightspot called the Palm Terrace, a place on 
Riverhead Road where “guys would go to drink and 
punch each other.” Many a night ended rather badly. 

On a happier note, Butler recalls driving to Main 
Street in Riverhead to make a historically significant 
purchase. There, at the Sears in downtown Riverhead, 
he bought his band their first electric guitar and 
electric bass. 

“They were the cheapest you could get. ‘Silvertone,’ 
they were called,” Butler laughs. 

Personally, I was curious about that song “Big 
Noise From Speonk.” The song’s title had been a 
mystery to me ever since | learned of it, and that was 
before I knew there was a place called Speonk. 

Butler was happy to explain. “That’s my tribute to 
the song ‘Big Noise From Winnetka’ by Bob Haggart. 
I knew Haggart’s son—they were neighbors of ours 
when I was a kid—and it was this great song where 
the drummer winds up beating on the bass strings 
with his sticks. So | wrote ‘Big Noise From Speonk.’” 
For his part, Butler believes the word “Speonk” was 
the Native-American imitation of a duck. Anyway, 
East End mystery solved. 


Of the four founding members 
of the Lovin’ Spoonful, two— 
Joe Butler and Steve Boone— 
will be onstage in Riverhead 
July 3. They will be joined by 
Jerry Yester, who joined the 
Spoonful back in 1967—so 
he may as well be an original 
member. The audience can 
expect an evening of catchy, 
bouncy, fun music from a band 
that the East End can truly 
claim as its own. ga.

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Gallery 125 Opens in Water Mill this Weekend

fter introducing the world to newly discovered 

Abstract Expressionist painter Arthur Pinajian 
(1914-1999), Bellport’s Gallery 125 has been busy 
working on a documentary, opening a Hamptons 
location for the season and expanding their 
horizons—literally. 

“We’re thrilled to be in our fifth season here 
in Bellport,” says Executive Director/Chief Curator 
Thomas Schultz. “Realizing in 2010 that Bellport had 
a school of painters all working in a similar fashion, 
namely horizontally, we have become a home for 
this movement. Calling it Horizontalism, the group 
works on canvases on the floor as opposed to 
upright on a wall or an easel.” 

The Horizontalists pour, drip, scrape and abrade 
pigments and other substances on horizontal surfaces 


laying flat on floors or tables. 
The artists use mostly non- 
traditional implements such as 
trowels, hawks and sanders, 
and the forces of gravity and 
centrifugal force. Unusual 
materials, including sand and 
glue and instant coffee, among 
other things, also find their way 
into the work. The supports can 
be traditional stretched canvas 
but also drop cloths and sheets 
of Styrofoam. 

Much like what Jackson 
Pollock did with his canvas-on- 
the-floor drip paintings, this 
allows for a 360-degree view 
of the work in progress, as the

artist can walk around—or on—the work and see it 
from an entirely different spatial view. 

The artists in the Horizontalist Movement include 
Daniel O’Keefe, a relative of Georgia O’Keeffe (though 
they spell the surname differently), who works with 


‘Venetian plaster; David Adams, who uses punctured 


cans of paint hung from the ceiling or a tripod, then 
pushes and allows them to move on their own to 
form ordered arcs. Larry Wolhandler employs an 
electric sander on rectangles of house paint; Mark 
Van Wagner’s favorite materials are sand and glue, 
while founding member John Perreault says, “When 
our paintings made on the horizontal are tilted to 
the vertical and hung on walls, the viewer sees aerial 
abstractions, maps of process, beautiful bird’s-eye 
views, and glimpses of spatial, psychological and 
semantic disorientation. Increasingly I am now using 
gravity as my brush. We are not turning painting 
upside down; we are turning painting on its side.” 

In addition to the Horizontalists, Gallery 125 is 
working with a film crew to tell the phenomenal story 
of Arthur Pinajian, the reclusive Bellport painter 
whose stunning trove of life’s work, work that was 
destined for the dumpster, was discovered in a barn. 

Rescued by Schultz and his partner Lawrence 
Joseph after purchasing the cottage and barn where 
Pinajian lived, the find has become an international 
sensation, potentially worth millions of dollars. 

The documentary interviews Pinajian’s surviving 
relatives, art critics, curators and art historians. 
With the film, titled Pinajian—Master of Abstraction 
Discovered, now in the post edit phase, a first 


run is planned for later this year. A six-minute ~ 


trailer is already on YouTube, and an ongoing 
exhibit of Pinajian’s work is on permanent 


display in the second-floor gallery at Gallery 125’s 


Bellport location. ; 

On. June 28, Gallery 125 will be opening an 
additional space in Water Mill for a three-month 
group survey exhibition of both Pinajian’s work and 
the Horizontalists. 

Visitors to the mammoth ArtHamptons Fair in 
Bridgehampton in July will also be able to see a 
selection of the work at Gallery 125’s booth there. 

Schultz is championing a unique, elite group in 
the tradition of the Surrealists of 1920s Paris and the 
Abstract Expressionists from New York City in the 
1940s. 

“We are bringing our Horizontalist movement and 
Pinajian to the Hamptons in a big way this summer,” 
Schultz says. “Our artists are all from the area, so 
it is really a perfect fit to bring them where the 
international art world will be in July.”

outique shopping is abundant on the East End, 
but where do you go to stock your home with 
essentials?

If you’ve driven down Riverhead’s Route 58 recently, 
you ve probably noticed some new businesses.

Chatting with Page 63’s Chef James Carpenter

xecutive Chef James Carpenter at Page 63 in Sag 
Harbor talks of creativity in the kitchen, packing 
the perfect East End picnic basket, and what he’s 
most excitedly anticipating at Dan’s Taste of Summer. 


What are you most looking forward to about being 
part of Dan’s Taste of Summer this year? 

Dan’s Taste of Summer is one of our favorite events. 
As a chef it means I can spend one-on-one face time 
with the people who have frequented our restaurant 
all summer long. Without our customers we would 
not be where we are today, and | get to thank them 
in person for being so loyal to us and share and 
celebrate the bounty of the season along with them. 
It’s also a great opportunity to touch base with old 
friends, chefs and restaurant owners. 


When you hear the phrase “local,” what comes to 
mind? 

The natural resources we have surrounding us are 
a chef’s dream come true. | have many personal 
relationships with our local farmers and fishermen. 
As a chef I know that when I need an ingredient to be 
at its peak freshness, I can just look down the road 
to farmer Dave Falkowski or Quail Hill Farms and 
find what I need. The farmers market is also a great 
resource. | can meet with the farmers, sample their 
produce and place orders to be harvested and filled 
the next day. Additionally, we are now growing some 
of our produce directly at Page restaurant. This year, 


with the addition of our aquaponic garden, we are 
able to harvest organic greens and fresh herbs within 
moments of plating the dish. That’s about as local 
and fresh as you can get. 


What is your favorite aspect of being part of the 
culinary culture on the East End? 

I love the creative aspect of cooking. Taking 
ingredients and skill and transforming them to make 
dishes that wow the customers in unexpectedly 
delicious ways. The key to being creative with my 
dishes stems from utilizing what is available in 
season at that time and sometimes coping with 
shortages of a certain ingredient when not in season. 
Shortages can be treated as a challenge rather than 
a tragedy when a creativity is present in the kitchen. 


Where do you find inspiration, inside and outside 
the kitchen? 

I find a lot of inspiration from my amazing kitchen 
team at the restaurant. I love when they get excited 
about a new menu item or special we are working on. 
They come up with a recipe, try it out and say “Hey 
chef, try this soup” or “I added a little spice to the 
sauce, what do you think?” They all have different 
personalities, which come through in dishes we are 
creating that hit all five senses of the tongue. 


What’s your favorite food or drink? 
Contrary to popular belief, chefs don’t do much 
cooking at home. I’m pretty happy with a burger and

With the Fourth of July coming, 
no doubt plans are in place 
with the likely pleasures of 
picnics, parties and parades. 
Lots of folks will also likely be 
at the grill at some point over 
the holiday weekend—time to 
plan your menu. 

Chicken’s a favorite, but 
grilling chicken can be a 
challenge. Keeping the chicken 
skin from burning while grilling the meat thoroughly 
is the trick. For chicken pieces, it is suggested to use 
the direct/indirect method, that is, move the parts 
around on the grill from higher to lower heat areas. 

Another favorite at grill time is a good steak. My 
favorite cut for the grill is skirt steak. It’s a bit chewy, 
but all the marbling in the cut makes it very tasty. 
It’s also versatile, found, for example, in the South 
American dish fajitas. The meat is sliced and served 
in tortillas with other ingredients, such as sautéed 
onions, peppers, and salsas. Happy July 4! 


OU EES 


GRILLED LEMON CHICKEN 

Incorporate the herbal flavors of Greece for this 
savory grilled chicken. 

Serves 6 to 8 


3 cloves garlic, minced 

2 tablespoons chopped fresh mint leaves 

zest of a large lemon, about 3 teaspoons lemon zest 
1/2 teaspoon dried oregano 

kosher salt and freshly ground pepper to taste 

1/4 cup extra-virgin olive oil 

3 to 4 bone-in chicken breasts with skin, halved 


juice of the lemon, about 4 tablespoons 


1. In a bowl stir together the garlic, mint, oregano, 
lemon zest, salt and pepper and olive oil. 


2. Trim chicken breasts of excess fat and sinew, 
then rinse and pat dry with paper towel. Carefully 
make a pocket between the skin and the flesh and 
insert the herb mixture divided evenly among the 
four breasts. Sprinkle with salt and pepper. Prepare 
up to several hours ahead, refrigerate as necessary, 
loosely covered with plastic wrap. Bring to room 
temperature before cooking. 


3. Preheat a charcoal grill until coals are ashen 
hot or run a gas grill on high for 10 minutes, then 
lower heat to medium high. Create areas for direct 
and indirect heat and oil the clean grill rack. Place 
the chicken skin side down, over the hot coals. Have 
a squirt bottle of water nearby to douse flames if 
there are any flare-ups. Sear the chicken until well- 
browned, 5 to 6 minutes on each side, basting once 
or twice with the marinade. Move the breasts to 
higher or lower heat levels as necessary. It may be 
necessary to cover the chicken for a few minutes to 
be sure the pieces are cooked through to an internal 
temperature of 160°F. Let rest for 6 to 8 to minutes, 
then transfer to a serving platter and serve warm or 
at room temperature. 


SKIRT STEAK ON THE GRILL 

The muscle fibers in skirt steak make it one of the 
juiciest steaks to grill. 

Serves 6 to 8 


2 skirt steaks, about 1 1/4 pound each, trimmed 
1/3 cup fresh lime juice

1. Place the steaks in a shallow bowl or Ziploc bag. 
Add the lime juice and basil: stir in the olive oil and 
season with salt and pepper. Toss the steaks in the 
marinate, coating all sides. Cover the bowl or enclose 
the bag and marinate the steak in the refrigerator for 
several hours, turning occasionally. Bring to room 
temperature before cooking. 


2. Preheat a charcoal grill until coals are ashen hot 


or run a gas grill on high for 10 minutes, then lower 


heat to medium high. Remove the steaks from the 
marinate and pat them dry. Place on clean oiled grill 
and cook on one side, about 3 to 4 minutes: turn and 
cook about 3 minutes longer or until springy to the 
touch. Because of the uneven shape of skirt steak 
it will be cooked rare to medium. Transfer steaks 
to a cutting board and let rest for 5 to 6 minutes. 
Cut on the bias across the grain into thin slices
